RAILROADS IN 


TEXAS TO ASK 
BIG ADVANCE 


Carnivals and Shows in Passen- 
ger Service To Be Maced 


Advance if Granted Will Bar 
Them From State 


Wortham, Nigro, Lachman and 
Loos Raising Fight Fund 


Austin, Tex., March 25.—-It has come. 
The blow has fallen. Almost before 
William Todd's prediction in the 
Spring Special of The Billboard that 
the railroads were getting ready to 
hang a wallop on the carnivals had 
reached here the Texas lines sprung 
the scheme by asking for a revision of 
the theatrical or party tariff. 

The application was filed today and 
set for hearing April 13 by the Rail- 
road Commission. 


William Todd, organizing COMA, 
Fayetteville, N. C., was immediately 
notified and renewed pressure brought 
to bear upon C. W. Parker to accept 
the presidency of that organization 
and direct the fight. . 

Word was also received from San 
Antonio that C. A. Wortham, C. M. 
Nigro, Dave Lachman, George Loos 
and the DeKreko Bros. were hastily 
teising a fund to send an eminent 
lawyer here by April 13. 

The application is very cleverly and 
alyly drawn. The railroads deny that 
they are asking for any change in the 
basic rate for party fares ag such, but 
are asking for sight advances in the 
matter of minimum charges where 
such traffic requires special equipment. 
A minimum charge of $25 is contem- 
plated in any instance for the move- 
ment of car and party and a minimum 
charge of $25 for private car or sleep- 

_ er will be considered as a unit where 
two or more private cars are involved, 
and a minimum of $10 shall be con- 
sidered as a unit in all instances where 
a baggage car is involved. 

Request is made for the establishing 
of a new section providing that oarni- 
val and amusement companies, tent 
shows and other organizations giving 
outdoor exhibitions, and carrying in 
excess of twenty-five people, and re- 
quiring more than one private car or 
one baggage car, or both, shall not be 
handled under passenger train serv- 
fee, but shall be referred to the freight 
department for handling equipment 
under circus contract. 

As a basis for consideration at said 
hearing the amendments and changes 
as set out In said application are here- 
by proposed by the commissidn, and 
for the information and convenience 
of all interested parties said applica- 
tion is hereby reproduced, as follows:

FAIR ACTS IS 
GROWING SAYS 
DALY GAILY 


Will Not Antagonize Booking 
Agents. Certainly Not 


‘‘Live and Let Live’’ Their 
Policy—They Maintain 


‘‘Lion and Lambs Will Lie 
Down Together.’’ How Lovely 


Free acts—or otherwise—the people 
whose daring and originality provide 
a salient feature of the amusements 
usual at fairs and outdoor spectacles 
in general are not free from the dis- 
abilities common to all actor folk. 

They appear to suffer certain losses 
by reason of the alleged impositions 
and exactions of the intermediaries 
who have heretofore, in great part, 
booked their engagements, and by 
whom—on the other hand—they are 
charged with inconsistency and an 
utter neglect of ordinary business 
method and prudence. 

By these latter, and by the fair sec- 
retaries who are their ultimate em- 
ployers, they have been regarded as 
unreliable, and since they have never 
in the past enjoyed the benefits of or- 
ganization some of the allegations 
concerning their shortcomings may 
have been well founded. 


It is not to be doubted that worry, 
disappotntment and chagrin to num-

SHOW FOLK IN 
POLITICS AT 
LAST AND IN 
FOR A FIGHT 


All Branches of Profession 
Unite for Political Action 


And Hold Meeting at Schiller 
Hall, Chicago, March 26 


John B. Warren, ‘‘Barges’’ Bill 
Rice and Bill Sweeney Speak 


Chicago, March 27.—In the political 
arena showfolk have been a negligible 
quantity. This for various reasons 
consequent upon the exigencies of the 
profession and despite the need that 
exists—and always has existed—of 
representation politically as a united 
body. 


Hurtful legislative enactments have 
been put through—to their jeopardy— 
in city, State and nation, merely be- 
cause of this lack of representation. 
This, at least, is the sentiment that 
was voiced at a meeting called Friday 
afternoon in Schiller Hall. In spite of 
the rush call that was sent out, and 
the fact that the gatheripg was almost 
spontaneous, it was a large and in- 
fluential body of men that met and 
discussed conditions, decided that the 
time was ripe for the formation of a 
bedy that should be charged with the 
duty of watching over the interests of 
show people as aimed at in legislative 
or other enactments, voted unani- 
mously to support Wm. Hale Thomp- 
son in the present Mayoralty contest, 
and adjourned until next Tuesday 
afternoon, when another mass meet- 
ing will be held at the same place. 

J. B. Warren, Bill Rice and many 
other leaders among the outdoor 
amusement profession—as well as 
many motion picture people—ad- 
dressed the gathering and elicited ap- 
plause for the telling points they 
made. 

They pointed out, among other 
things, that it is fitting that the incep- 
tion of the movement should have 
taken place in Chicago, which, in 
many vital respects, is the center of 
the amusement professions in the 
United States. 

It was arranged that just prior to 
the election a monster mass meeting 
should be held in a prominent theater 
within the loop, at which time and 
place William Hale Thompson would 
address the united professions and tell 
them what—in his opinion—consti- 
tutes a square deal for showfolk. The 
exact date will be announced in the 
Chicago newspapers, and banners are 
now being prepared to help spread 
the news, and will be displayed in 
a monster parade—inaugurated by the 
Thompson forces—to take place on a 
night next week. It will be enriched

Afraid Circus Will Hurt Expo- 
sition, Hence No License 


How would you like to rum from 
Denver to San Bernardino for your 
opening stand because you wanted to 
play California and then be told to 
keep out of San Francisco. That is 
what has happened to H. H. Tammen 
of the Sells-Floto and Buffalo Bil) 
Shows. 

And it never feazed him. 

March 22, by a vote of 10 to 6, the 
City Council of San Francisco refused 
to issue a license to the Sells-Floto 
and Buffalo Bill Cireus to show in that 
city from May 2 to May 9. Also the 
Council refused to license the circus 
at any time during the Panama-~- 
Pacific Exposition. 

Passing over the fact that this re- 
fusal rather tended to advertise a 
Denver enterprise, it may be pointed 
out that the Sells-Floto Circus hae 
been exhibiting in San Francisco for 
the past nine seasons and is thorough- 
ly well known to the citizens ag a re- 
sponsible organization, putting up 4

NEARING FINISH 


Several Changes and New Productions Among 
Easter Activities—Motion Pictures Taking 
Hold Upon Legitimate Theaters 


New York, March 27.—An admitted- 
ly bad theatrical season enters upon 
its last stages Easter Monday. Be- 
tween now and that date there will 
be several changes and new produc- 
tions at the local theaters. Moving 
pictures are taking their spring hold 
upon our ‘legitimate theaters and there 
is the promise of a more general ‘“‘film 
summer” along Broadway than ever 
before. 

The most conspicuous outgrowth 
of bad business has been the introduc- 
tion of the half-rate tickets, distrib- 
uted broadcast and making semi-dead- 
heads out of thousands of people who‘ 
never before knew what free or al- 
most free admissions to theaters felt 
like. But with the “smell of blood” 
in their nostrils the hordes will swarm 
back next season, and in coming sea- 
sons, to annoy and pester the theater 
managers for cut rates. 

Arnold Daly’s determination to be 
a star will find vent at the Garrick 
Easter Monday in his presentation of 
Shaw’s comedy, You Never Can Tell. 
Ten years ago this same piece ran 150 
nights at the same theater with Mr. 
Daly in the lead. His present sup- 
port will include Edwin Arden, Stan- 
ley Dark, Montague Love, Geo.

Vivian 
Tobin gives a wondrously effective 
and gracefully “juvenile” interpreta- 
tion to the name-part; she’s an ex- 
quisite little actress, and sweet enough 
to be passed around the house and 
hugged by everybody present. All the 
actors and actresses are excellent in 
what they aim to accomplish. 

But just what is aimed at would be 
hard to definitely state. The grown- 
ups can not possibly be intensely in- 
terested—that’s out of the question, 
And right in front of this scrivener 
Sat a little girl of about the same age 
as Alice. Perhaps she was not used 
to going to theaters that started at 
8:30 and ended after 11 o’clock—but, 
anyhow, she yawned almost continu- 
ally and didn’t applaud a single unce. 
Two rows back was another little girl 
who talked out loud during intermis- 
sion, and didn’t say one single word 
about what the play meant to her.

Intimate and Important Revelations Appertain- 
ing to the Larger and Finer Phases 
of the Business 


The season of 1915-'16 will witness a resumption of operatic activities in 
this country on a scale never surpassed, if all the plans now maturing are 
brought to a successful issue. Not only will all the cities which abandoned 
opera for this season have their own organizations, but there are indications 
of vigorous competition in New York City, where the departure of Caruso 
has created new conditions. It has been discovered that the idolized tenor’s 
absence at the end of the present season has attracted the public as never 
before to hear operas and singers brought forward through sheer necessity. 
Martinelli, for instance, has developed a vogue in the last few weeks 
which has astonished the Metropolitan directors, while Geraldine Farrar has 
attracted a sold-out house in Carmen, thus proving that it was an utter 
waste of stellar strength to utilize the diva and Caruso together. 

Opera in Chicago next season is not only assured, but there is even a 
chance that there will be two organizations of large caliber in the West, one 
under Campanini, the other under Herr Dippel. The latter is already in 
control of a group of stars of the first magnitude, and his return to the field 
with ample backing is certain. 

In Boston Eben D. Jordan has stated that negotiations now in progress 
will assure at least a fifteen weeks’ season, with Charles A. Ellis looming up as 
the dominating factor. In Philadelphia Edwin T. Stotesbury is planning for 
a ten weeks’ season, even if as is threatened the Metropolitan interests decide 
to eliminate the Quaker City from their schedule of operations. 

The Havana Opera Company, which comprises in its roster a half dozen 
at least of the world’s greatest singers,>is a new factor in the field. Repre- 
sentatives of this organization are active in these parts just now, with indica- 
tions that the big company which is now simaging at Havana's four million 
dollar opera house will be heard in New York late in the spring or early in 
the fall at one of the theaters of large capacity, the negotiations for the Hip- 
podrome having fallen through. 

But this is not all. At last the musical public in most of the cities of 
large population outside of the favored few is due to receive consideration. 
If the war in Europe continues more than one foreign impresario will come 
hither, lured by the amazing spectacle of seventy-five per cent of the gross 
population in this country without grand opera of any kind. Henry Russell, 
the Beechams and Mr. Quinlan are already dctive here and abroad. The 
Aborns are in the field with two organizations and are ready to organize for 
prolonged engagements in any city where the local co-operation is forth- 
coming. 

Then there is the irrepressible Oscar, who, though tied up legally, is 
bent upon re-entering the field. The big Havana Company is really made up 
mostly of the artists engaged by Hammerstein for his new opera house on 
Lexington avenue. It is this splendid group of singers which is most likely 
to make an extensive tour of the country. Not since the days of Col. Maple- 
son has any such an organization visited the many cities where an 
operatic famine has existed for nearly twenty years. Atlanta, Ga., is the only 
city now visited by the Metropolitan Company. For six years the gross in 
that city for a week has never been less than $80,000. 

That there are not a few Atlantas in this country is the theory of more 
than one of the impresarios now actively preparing for the 1915-'16 campaign. 


Business in the New York theaters took a big drop with the advent of 
spring-like weather, and more than one of the. optimists of a month ago who 
were determined to keep their playhouses open all summer are now talking 
about an early closing. 

As a matter of fact, there are more theaters open now than at any time 
this season. In at least one-third of these the business is practically nil. 
Yet the run of plays are forced in the hope of a big influx of transients. The 
theaters that are making money without resort to the cut-rate ticket system 
can be counted on one’s two hands. 

This cut-rate system is expanding to an astonishing proportions. Even 
the playhouses controlled by managers who have vigorously protested against 
this invasion are now adopting a policy of price concessions through various 
channels. Certainly seats can be had for half price in any quantity for plays 
alleged to be selling out at every performance. 

In the largest of these cut-rate bureaus the sudden drop in business 
caught the magnate with his usual supply. On Monday night (March 15) 
this concern claimed to have been “stuck” to the amount of $797, and from 
the same informant comes the statement that the “dead wood” for the week 
ending March 13 was in excess of $3,000. Wherefore the reader may form his 
own estimate of the growth of this industry, which, after all, may explain 
why the house managers are not all in harmony as to its harmful influemce. 

And yet if you will take the trouble to spend a half hour in the Longacre 
district about the time the theaters open at night or matinee you will find 
not only the cut-rate offices besieged with bargain hunters, but within a few 
yards of these are a half dozen premium ticket offices, where seats are sold 
at from $2.50 to $3.50 each. You will always find from four to ten clerks 
busy in each of these, with as many telephones in operation reserving loca- 
tions. Truly this ticket problem is too complex to be dismissed off-hand. 


The $2.00 a seat photoplay is now the big issue of an industry constantly 
changing its aspect. The success of D. W. Griffith's film spectacle at the 


Liberty Theater has already exerted a large influence on the plans of the larger 
producing concerns, and there are those who do not hesitate to predict that 
a year hence there will be quite as many theaters devoted to “two dollar” 
film productions as to the spoken play, a prophecy, which, if realized, should 
go far to decide whether there is any larger public interest in high-priced

Commissions Must 


Be Paid 


Once an Engagement Is Secured 


Decision in New York 


of Vital Interest if the 


Higher Courts Sustain the Appellate 
Division 


Once an agent procures an en- 
gagement for an artist he is en- 
titled to his commissions, and can 
not be deprived of them because 
the artist for some reason of his 
own fails to perform. 


New York, March 26.—An impor- 
tant and far-reaching decision was se- 
cured by David Steinhardt and Har- 
old Goldblatt, counsel for the Pat 
Casey Agency, in behalf of Jennie 
Jacobs, an employee of Casey’s, in her 
suit against Neil Kenyon, the Scotch 
comedian. 

This decision is of particular impor- 
tance because it is probably the first 
case in which this question was de- 
cided by an Appellate Court. 


The controversy dates back to 1910 
when Miss Jacobs, booking manager 
of the Casey office, secured for Ken- 
yon a four weeks’ engagement in the 
Percy Williams houses (now in the 
B. F. Keith chain), commencing Janu- 
ary 31, 1911, at a weekly salary of 
$1,250. The contracts were signed by 
Tom Shaw, an English agent, as rep- 
resentative of Kenyon, but the latter 
never played the dates. 

Upon Kenyon's appearance in New 
York last fall Miss Jacobs caused suit 
to be instituted for her commission 
due on this engagement. At the trial 
Kenyon claimed that Shaw was not 
his “agent” and had negotiated with 
the Casey office without his consent, 
and that he was under no obligations 
to pay commission for an engagement 
which was never played, on account 
of illness, as he claimed. Miss Jacobs’ 
contention was that Kenyon failed to 
play for Mr. Williams because he 
wanted to prolong his Australian tour 
at the time. 

The trial judge in the Municipal 
Court decided in favor of Kenyon, 
holding that without the testimony of 
Shaw (who died in the meantime) the 
plaintiff failed to sustain the burden 
of proof and her complaint was dis- 
missed, with permission to start an- 
other action if more testimony could 
be precured for a new trial. 

As Shaw was dead it was decided 
to appeal from the decision of the 
lower court, basing such appeal upon 
the theory that once an agent procures 
an engagement for an artist he is en- 
titled to his commissions, and can not 
be deprived of them because the artist

Once an Engagement Is Secured 


Decision in New York 


of Vital Interest if the 


Higher Courts Sustain the Appellate 
Division 


Once an agent procures an en- 
gagement for an artist he is en- 
titled to his commissions, and can 
not be deprived of them because 
the artist for some: reason of his 
own fails to perform. 


New York, March 26.—An impor- 
tant and far-reaching decision was se- 
cured by David Steinhardt and Har- 
old Goldblatt, counsel for the Pat 
Casey Agency, in behalf of Jennie 
Jacobs, an employee of Casey’s, in her 
suit against Neil Kenyon, the Scotch 
comedian. 


This decision is of particular impor- 
tamce because it is probably the first 
case in which this question was de- 
cided by an Appellate Court. 

The controversy dates back to 1910 
when Miss Jacobs, booking manager 
of the Casey office, secured for Ken- 
yon a four weeks’ engagement in the 
Percy Williams houses (now in the 
B. F. Keith chain), commencing Janu- 
ary 31, 1911, at a weekly salary of 
$1,250. The contracts were signed by 
Tom Shaw, an English agent, as rep- 
resentative of Kenyon, but the latter 
never played the dates. 

Upon Kenyon’s appearance in New 
York last fall Miss Jacobs caused suit 
to be instituted for her commission 
due on this engagement. At the trial 
Kenyon claimed that Shaw was not 
his “agent” and had negotiated with 
the Casey office without his consent, 
and that he was under no obligations 
to pay commission for an engagement 
which was never played, on account 
of illness, as he claimed. Miss Jacobs’ 
contention was that Kenyon failed to 
play for Mr. Williams because he 
wanted to prolong his Australian tour 
at the time. 

The trial judge in the Municipal 
Court decided in favor of Kenyon, 
holding that without the testimony of 
Shaw (who died in the meantime) the 
plaintiff failed to sustain the burden 
of proof and her complaint was dis- 
missed, with permission to start an- 
other action if more testimony could 
be precured for a new trial. 

As Shaw was dead it was decided 
to appeal from the decision of the 
lower court, basing such appeal upon 
the theory that once an agent procures 
an engagement for an artist he is en- 
titled to his commissions, and can not 
be deprived of them because the artist

(Reviewed Monday Matinee, March 29.) 


New York, March 29.—There were so many conspicuously good numbers 
in the big and beautiful Palace Monday afternoon that the audience was 
kept in an almost continuous state of expressing its approval. There were 
likewise many unusual features in the frame-up and, taken by and large, the 
show developed better vaudeville entertainment than the Palace has averaged 
for some time. It may seem an odd assertion to make in print but the 
moving pictures which opened the show interfered with the complete en- 
joyment of some of the vaudeville numbers, and the management represents 
probably the only people who know just why a jitney movie full of vulgarities 
should be shown that would not be permitted by the house management if 
vaudeville actors attempted them and placed before the Palace audience. 
Charles Chaplin's comedy may not be considered vulgar by those who are 
making a fortune out of his work, but his methods even in pictures do not 
jibe with Palace Theater class in vaudeville refinement. 

No. 1—The jitney movie opened. 

No. .2—James Dutton and the two pretty girls who embellish his beauti- 
ful equestrian number found their audience seated and ready to enjoy the 
refreshing novelty of their performance and to applaud the clever demon- 
strations of athletic expertness and equestrian skill. The act is a vision in 
white, and the black velvet panorama drop brought out the optical delights 
of the displays in splendid effect.

Driven to desperation by the continual en- 
croachment of a berd of vultures whose maws 


‘are never filled—crowding, snarling and fighting 


among themeelves over actors’ bones—what 
other recourse is there for professional peuple? 

He wants decent treatment; he demands it 
and is going to use every honorable means within 
his power to secure it. Woe betide the In- 
dividual or tndtvidnals who resort to blacklist 
methods, fer it’s a poor rule that will not work 
both ways. 

No member of thie organization {s seeking 
self aggrandizement—there is no time nor {ncli- 
nation for spotlight maneuvering. We have a 
serious undertaking before us, and, when fin- 
ished, the credit and glory will be spread evenly 
over the entire body of workers; with special 
credit to none.

1 use the word ‘“‘American’ for tle reason 
thet nobody would for a moment deny the sne- 
cess of the three European organizations, with 
their “legal protection,”’ financial assistance to 
make jumps, reduced railroad fares, death bene- 
fits, convalescent and old age homes and beds in 
various bospitals, besides a free accilent policy 
with every CARD, all of which has only become 
possible by “STICKING.” 

I agree with Geemge Spence that never was @ 
greater libel uttered against the actor than to 
accuse him of want of solidity, stamina, am- 
bition, or the spirit of brotherly kindness and 
desire to help the other fellow over the rough 
road. 

Where can you find a community that shows 
greater pvidence of the natural tend to stick to- 
gether than the actor? Go to the hotel where 
your actor friend is staying and you will usually 
find many others of his profession there; or go 
to the resort where he spends his leisure and 
you will find he spends it in the congenial so- 
clety of his brother of the profession. 

He shows you in all of his actions the desire 
for the BIG BROTHERHOOD all under the one 
flag, regardless of nationality.

That about explains the 
conditions in the show business at that time ia 
the Eastern territury. E. F. Albee, in au in- 
teresting article upon the show business, tells 
the sawe story. He says: “The busiuess was 
uncertain. It was the rule to ask the manugers 
of the bouses to send on money enougi to get 
the attraction to the next town. There was no 
Stated policy, as there was nothing certain 
aloug this lee of endeavor at that time. It 
ran wild. It was get what you could, where 
you could, and what little you did get didn't 
amount te much. It was just a band to mouth 
living."’ 

Mr. Albee was located in Boston at that time, 
and he koew whereof be Spoke. An agent who 
kuew the Eastern territory aud who could wild- 
cat a show through that country, picking out 
the live ones and passing over the dead ones, 
was in constant demand, and although his sal- 
ary Was often net forthcoming be was always 
working. Most of the agents had their head- 
quarters in the office of the old Boston Job 
Print om Alden street, and there, also, could be 
found actors and actresses looking for work, 
and mavagers waiting for an angel to show up. 


Shows were framed up atd sent out in just one 
day's time.

“Ship carry-ve-all and assemble your people at 
Denver secon as possib’e."’ and the other, from 
Colone) Charles W. Parker, saying: “Come 
to Leavenworth at once to help direct finishing 
touches on your machine for Sells-Flote."". While 
neither of the wires came unawares they 
teth put me on the “anxious seat,’’ and I was 
of for Leavenworth at once. 


On my arrival at Kansas City I found Mr. 
Parker at the Union Depot with his xew eight- 
eylinder machine. After a ride of forty min- 
utes we (Con T. Kennedy, Mr. Parker, two 
others and myself) arrived at the big factory. 
Here we were shown the innovation in the 
way of the first big carry-us-a'l ever built for 
a cirens, and the Sells-Floto-Buffalo Rill Shows 
will be the first to introduce it. Mr. Parker 
immediately put a force of fourteen of his best 
mechanice on the machine, with a change for 
night shift and worked them cortinuously until 
every detail was perfected and the three mon- 
ater wagons coutalning the larout were loaded 
on a Sells-Floto @0-foot flat and billed over the 
Santa Fe to Denver. Mr. Parker and bis fote- 
man, as well as Mr. Kennedy, Mr. Pojlitt, Mr.

PASSING OF FRANK JAMES 


Reminiscent Incident of “The James 
Brothers in Missouri” 


By TOM L. WILSON 


Headquarters of Havry C. Hunter's Shows. 
Youngstown, O., Feb. 22.—I saw in The RBill- 
beara an account of the death of Frank James. 
brother of Jesse. and second only to him—per 


haps the Youngers—as tee greatest freehbooter 
of modern times. Frank's conversien, how 
ever, was, like Billy Sunday's, sincere. Apre- 


pos, a little incident happened four yerrs azo, 
when I was press agent for the Dan R. Reb- 
inson Carnival that seems appropriate to re 
late at this time: 

The show was at Miles, 0., playing the fair. 
Among our attractions was a mevie, entitled! 
The James Brothers in Missouri. It was a 
talking picture—or pictures—and a favorite 
amongst our audiences; largely, perhaps, through 
the eloquence of Deacon Delmore, the lecturer 
of the platform at that time. Frank James 
was the ‘“‘starter’’ of the races then on at 
the fair grounds bard by. Word went out that 
James would visit .the Robinsen Carnival that 
day, and the situation looked serious. To have 
the nerve, the assurrance, to depict the railroad 
hold-ups, bank robberies and general murde-ous 
rough-housing of the James brothers, flouting 
them in the very eyes and personality of Frank 
himself, waa something that caused even the 
fearsome ballahooer and Mrs. Robinson, the 
manager, to quail. 

“Would Frank come armed with a gat.?' they 
queried. ‘And, when he should witness on the 
movies the outrages of his past life would it 
arouse his anger: would he not fo get his good 
resolutions: his conversion to gentlemanly con- 
danct and take to shooting. Would there be a 
parchic inc ination to impel Frank to ‘ent 
lnoce’—a rejuvenation back to wild and bloody 
times when the first man to draw was the 
better fellow—and the safest?"’ 

So the tiqret sellers, the announcers, man- 


agers and folks who did the talking-picture 
stunt, took their places at their respective 
stands and awaited. with fear and trembling, 


the coming suppesed deluge of blood and mur- 
dem. About 4 o'clock Frank made b's appear- 
ance. A middle aged man, prematurely grey. 
short in stature, quiet and unassuming, walked 
up to the ttcket box. Of course. everybody 
knew him: all were on the qui vive of tant 
nerves and shivering with apprehension of 4 
wrath to come. 

Frank walked in, took a seat, and watched 
the moving picture attentively. 

At the close of the entertainment he came 
out front, and asked permission of the announcer 


to say a few words. As may be easily guessed, 
permission was given  unhesitatingly and 
quickly. 


“My fienés.” sa'd Frank to the assembled 
mult'tude. ‘‘inside this top is a representation 
of myself, brother Jesse, the Youngers 


our former gang of bad men, depicted true te 
life and nature. The pictures—the scenes are 
correct, and while looking at them I found 
fd for tuought and saddened reminiscence. 
They are true to life, and teach a g00d 
lesson. I advise you all to go in and see them. 
(1o the announcer) I thank you, siv.’’ 

And the little grey-haired gentieman, as far 
removed from the bandit of favorite imagery as 
can be imagined, walked quietly back to the 
judge’s stand at the fair ground.

LAEMMLE 
Signs The Smalleys 


Widely Known Film Couple Will 
Resume Their Place on 
Universal Program 


New York, March 25.—A telegram wag re- 
ceived on Tuesday at the New York offices of 
the Universal from President Laemmle, indicat- 
ing that this busy individual had taken a few 
moments off from the festivities and functions 
marking the formal opening of Universal City 
as a municipality to transact a little outside 
business. 

Mr. Laemmle expected to see the Smalleys 
when he reached California, and they had made 
plans to see him. It did not take them long, 
therefore, to come to an understanding after a 
conference between Mr. Laemmle, Mr. Coch- 
rane and Mr. Powers. Mr. Laemmle announced 
that the Smalleys will resume their place on the 
Universal program, except that they will be 
used for making feature pictures rather than 
one-reelers. 

The acquisition of Philllp Smalley and 
Lois Weber, as Mrs. Smalley ts known in film- 
dom, brings back once more to the Universal @ 
combination of personality, directing, playimg 
and scenario writing genius which have seldom, 
if ever, been seen in the industry. Mr. Smalley, 
besides being an extremely bandsome anid bril- 
iant leading man, is a thoroughly tested and 
competent director. Miss Weber is probably the 
best scenario writer and actress in the world 
today. For three years she never failed to write 
at least one scenario a week, which was ac- 
complished while playing the leads in films, 
and sometimes even directing them herself. Mr. 
Laemmle, in speaking of The Open Shutters, the 
picturization of Clara Louise Burnham's fa- 
mous novel, which was scenariloized by Miss 
Weber, calls her one of the brightest minds 
which he bas ever met, and gives a just tribute 
to a gegius which he had watched develop for 
the last four years. 

The Smalleys began their connection with the 
Universal in the old Rex Company, operating in 
and around New York. When the Universal be- 
eame entrenched in Hollywood they were sent 
out there as the mainstay of the producing 
farce, and for years they maintained fhac po- 
sition. The brilliant manner in which they not 
only wrote and directed scenarios, but played 
the leading parts in them as well, made a deep 
impression upon the film world, and these two 
have acquired a reputation which brought down 
envious eyes upon them, and a little later re- 
sulted in their being captured by the Bosworth 
Company. While there Miss Weber wrote and 
directed the feature, Hypocrites, which at- 
tracted countrywide fame and appreciation of 
her art in writing and directing. 

Twenty years of stage experience gage Mr. 
Smalley his training for a successful film career. 
Three of these twenty years were spent in a 
company headed by Mrs. Fiske, three with the 
Savage management, one with the Shuberts, one 
with H. B. Harris and one with Liebler & Co. 
Six months with Reliance, five with Kalem and 
eighteen with Gaumont talking pictures pre- 
ceded thia popular man's work with Rex as 
beth actor and director. 

The Smalieys’ connection with the Bosworth 
Company has notbeen happy since Hobart Bos- 1 
worth left it, and their acquisition by other in- | 
terests has been announced several times. 
However, Mr. Laemmle's telegram sets their 
future at rest for the next two years, and they 
are expected to begin work as soon as the cele- 
bration exercises at Universal City are over. 


N. Y. M. P, SIGNS UP STARS 


New York, March 25.—Harry Woodruff, Dus- 
tin Farnum, H. B. Warner and Lewis J. Cody, 
stellar lights in the theatrical world, recently 
affixed their signatures to a New York Motion 
Ricture Corporation contract te appear in Thos. 
H. Ince features. 

Mr. Woodruff, who ia well known to the thea- 
tergoing public of America for his interpreta- 
tion of different Shakespearean roles, and also 
for his wonderful success in Mr. Brown of Har 
vard, received many offers from film manu- 
facturers, but rejected them all until he finally 
succumbed to the inducements of Thos, H. Ince 
and Ad Kessel, 

This will also be Mr. Cody's first appearance 
ie pictures. Oxly was persuaded to join the 
ranks of ohetoplayers a few days ago following 
bis appearance in Los Angeles,in The Whirl of 
the World.

CO-OPERATIVE FAIR ACTS 


GROWING SAYS DALY GAILY 
(Continued from page 3.) 


berless fair secretaries bas resulted from this 
temperamental weakness in their make-up, nor 
that this-factor bas jent the greatest force to 
the booking acent’s clinching contention that 
he was—and is—a vital economic necessity, since 
he—and only be—la able to guarantee appear- 
ances and performances, and tu staud between 
the fair secretary and the wrath of a disap- 
pointed gathering. 

And since he undertakes thie labor with its 
incidental overhead charges—office rent, adver- 
tising, traveling expenses for bimself and staff, 
etc., ete.—the booking agent concludes that be 
is fairly entitled to all that he may secure of 
profit. 

With this conclusion no reasonsble man may 
disagree. Nor any set of men nor any news- 
paper having at heart the best interests of 
show folk in general. 

Quite apart from this just conclusion and its 
premises are the many allegations of unfair and 
cruel treatment made by performers a ainst 
booking agents. This volume of contumely and 
reproach has been directed against the agent on 
entirely erroneous grounds. 


The commonest of these allegations is that 
the agent has woefully overcharged them for 
the booking of their acte—mention being made 
of 75 to 100 per cent overcharges. 


As a matter of fact, the agent does not—nor 
has he ever done so. Undoubtedly he has, in 
many cases, received from fair associations 
sums for performances ranging from 75 to 100 
per cent in excess of the amounts he bas con- 
tracted to pay acts for their appearances, but 
in doing so he bas merely followed business pro- 
cedure. What has been overlooked is that his 
profit comes not wholly from the performer— 
nor even apparentiy—but from the fair associa- 
tions to whom he delivers the acts precisely as 
any middleman delivers goods from producer 
to consumer, taking his profit on the transaction. 
This is a distinction with a difference. 

The charge has been a necessary charge, an 
inevitable charge, and will continue to be unless 
or until the performer makes it possible for the 
ultimate employer—the fair associationa—to 
contract for his services direct with a service- 
able guarantee of performance. 

And this brings us to the point. 

Since no fair-minded man may question the 
agents’ positive right to do business, neither 
may he find fault with an actor's association 
— to fill the same functions more econom- 
cally. 

It is desirable that such an association should 
be free from malice; be actually co-operative 
in that its members desire to be mutually help- 
ful to each other and to their employers, and 
that it e#hall satisfactorily fulfill all the fune- 
tions of the agent. 

It is a most vital point that it shall be able 
to afford econemica! combinations, and that its 
contract with the fair secretary will absolutely 
relieve the latter of any apprehension or con- 
cern as to staring and appearance of the acts 
contracted for. 

This latter point is most important. If there 
is to be a craft, or guild of fair acta, one or 
more competent members of any aggregation 
showing at the fair should be charged with the 
duty of seeing to the proper staging and pre- 
sentation of all the acts at that fair. 

We have touched wpon the matter of bonding 
—or surety for apnearance—and. due regard 
being paid to these three points, there seems to 
be no reason why an association of fair acts 
having for its object direct bookine should be 
either unsnecessfu) or lnpracticable, or fall to 
save the fair secretary time and money and 
worry. 

The Cooperative Fair Acts waa modestly 
launched with these cardinal pointe in view. 
Suggestions for improvement in its detailed 
method of operation are—as was expected—be- 
ing wWreught daily to light. The organization 
is growing in numbers (it has seventy-three or 
four well-known acts on its roster), and, what 
fe more important and significant, it is growing 
in strength and intensity of purpose. All its 
active members here in Chicago and many of 
its correspondents feel that they are at last 
on the right road. 

It does not aim to jump salaries nor to 
practice extortion. Its members realize that 
supply and demand must regulate the price of 
their acts, and that always there will be suf- 
ficient natural checks to moderate these prices. 
They do believe that there is a sufficient public 
demand for such amusements and epectacies as 
they provide to give them a wider market, and 
by sedulously keeping their engagementa and 
contracts, they propose to meet this wider de- 
mand. They contend that many an association 
able and willing to use their services have, in 
the past, been lost to them by the devious 
methods necessary in their booking, and they 
propose to cover al! the available territory hence- 
forth, 

As at present constituted there are no paid 
officers of the association. The secretary pro 
tem. is giving his time and energy gratis for the 
good of the cause and equally for every member. 

All members of the Co-operative Fair Acts are 
supremely confident of lastint success. Al! of 
them feel and know that this is the most 
propitious time for the growth of the movement. 
Many circumstances are tending to help this 
growth. 

They want fair acts all over the country to 
join by letter to the secretary. Every day one 
or more of the best in the business drop into 
the Chicago headquarters and affiliate them- 
selves, and every day the cause grows stronger.
